Jets Add Boost 
To Cargo Plane

An old C82 Fairchield cargo 
plane, popularly called the Fly­ 
ing Boxcar, is getting a built-in 
kick in the pants as the result 
of a modification program now 
under, way at Torrance Muni­ 
cipal Airport.

Two Westinghouse jet en­ 
gines, the type used in an early 
Navy fighter and since declar­ 
ed surplus, are being mounted 
on the huge cargo plane by 
personnel of Acme Aircraft 
Co. and the Steward-Davis 
Corp. It will be another month 
before the plane will be flown, 
officials of the two companies 
declared.

Installation of the jets on 
the plane' will augment the two 
Pratt & Whitney radial propel­ 
ler engines which power tho 
plane. The jets will be used 
only to make power take-offs 
on short fields, and to give and 
additional boost to the craft 
when flying over mountains. 
Fuel consumption rates in the 
outdated jet engines make 
their continuous use uneco­ 
nomical.

Many of this type of plane 
Is used by operators to haul 
cargo in Canada, Alaska, and 
Latin American countries 
where aircraft runways are 
limited.

Kesson

John K. Kesson, president of 
the North Torrance Civic Im­ 
provement Assn., this week 
branded stories originating in 
a Gardena paper as "out­ 
rageous" when he was quoted 
as saying north Torrance may 
seek to annex to Gardena.

'There's not a bit of truth 
to it," Kesson told The HER­ 
ALD after the story was pub- 
lished in the weekly Gardena 
Tribune and picked up by its 
companion paper in Torrance.

'I have been interested in 
only one thing—improving the 
north Torrance area," Kesson 
said. He denied that he was 
planning to call a mass meet 
ing of residents to discuss the 
matter, and "get their definite 
reaction," he said.

'I'm Just Sick'
"I'm just sick," he said in 

reference to the story.
Kesson told The HERALD 

he was going to demand a re­ 
traction of the statements at 
tributed to him.

Tile civic leader stated that 
he had been voicing protests 
to the city that the north Tor­ 
rance area had been "short 
changed" on a number ol 
items including parks, road 
work, and other facilities 
Some' of those protests have
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been made publicly before the 
Torrance City Council. 

Denies Secession
"But, I would never think 

of trying to secede and annex 
to Gardena," Kesson said. "I've 
lived here for 21 years, and I 
like Torrance," he stated.

The story published Thurs­ 
day saying north Torrance 
may try to secede from the 
city arid join Gardena stirred 
up a whirlwind of excitement 
in the area. Scores of persons 
living in the area denied any 
such move, and officers of the 
North Torrance Civic Improve­ 
ment Assn., a homeowners' 
group headed by Kesson, dis­ 
claimed any connection with 
the statements.

Secession Improbable
City officials expressed a 

doubt that any such action, 
even if tried, could be success­ 
ful. The entire city .of Tor­ 
rance would have to vote ap­ 
proval of the secession, an im­ 
probable event, officials point­ 
ed out.

One no'rth Torrance couple, 
Earl and Thelma Chambers, 
16703 Falda Ave., (hot off a 
telegram to the Council as 
soon as the story broke. It 
read:

"John Kcsson must have 
been misquoted in the Gar­ 
dena press when he avers that 
the North Torrance Civic im­ 
provement Assn. favors annex­ 
ation to Gardena. As repre­ 
sentative citizens and mem­ 
bers of the North Torrance 
Civic Assn., we know of no 
such official sentiment in the 
association. To the contrary, 
most sensible citizens appreci­ 
ate the good work of tho pres­ 
ent administration and realize

that subject to the availability 
of funds, and the reasonable­ 
ness of requests, everything 
possible is being done for 
north Torrance."

Kesson said a board meet­ 
ing of the NTCIA would be 
called immediately to discuss 
the matter.
